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average, and despite a 60% increase in human 
population). It underscores the failure of mass 
sterilisation in Goa, and is a portent of far 
more serious problems, than just Feeder vs 
Community in future. 


2. In respect of the Feeder/Pet owner vs 
Community conflict, the Hon'ble HC at Delhi 
had made the following observations in the 
case of Dr. Maya D. Chablani vs Radha Mittal 
and Ors., which we adopt as applicable in 
Goa: 


Animals have a right to be treated with 
compassion, respect and dignity. Animals are 
sentient creatures with an intrinsic value. 
Therefore, protection of such beings is 
the moral responsibility of each and every 
citizen including the governmental and 
non-governmental organisations. 


We have to show compassion towards all 
living creatures. Animals may be mute but 
we as a society have to speak on their behalf. 
No pain or agony should be caused to the 
animals. Cruelty to animals causes 
psychological pain to them. Animals breathe 
like us and have emotions. The animals 
require food, water, shelter, normal behaviour, 
medical care and self determination. 


Community dogs (stray/street dogs) have 
the right to food and citizens have the right 
to feed community dogs but in exercising this 
right, care and caution should be taken to 
ensure that it does not impinge upon the 
rights of others or cause any harm, 
hinderance, harassment and nuisance to 
other individuals or members of the society. 


In addition to the above observations of 
the Hon'ble Delhi HC, we quote the AWBI: 
that Street Animal Feeders are performing an 
act of compassion under Article 51A (g)(h) of 
the Constitution of India. We quote, also, the 
Hon'ble PM of India, in his 79th Mann ki Baat, 
where he praised Street Animal Feeders for 
performing an important social service to their 
communities. 


The right to keep Pets has been upheld by 
the Order of the SC in AWBI vs Nagaraja & 
Ors. (Civil Appeal No. 5387 of 2014 @ SPL 
Civil 11686 of 2007). 
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Policy for Feeding and Caregiving of Street 
Dogs in Goa 


The guidelines laid down by the Hon'ble HC 
at Delhi in paras 127 to 152 (Case of Maya FD. 
Chablani vs Radha Mittal and Ors.) is 
replicated for Goa in toto, with some 
corrections, as discussed at the Meeting 
of Petitioner and all stakeholders on 
13th October, 2022, with the Director, AH&VS 
Goa. 


One universal amplification is the addition 
of Panchayats to Municipalities wherever the 
word Municipality/Municipal Corporation 
appears. 


Since the AWBI has no representation in 
Goa, the District Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals (DSPCA) a statutory body, 
also constituted under the PCA Act, 1960, is 
substituted. 


Keeping in mind the guidelines issued by 
Delhi High Court (Case of Maya FD. Chablani 
vs Radha Mittal and Ors.), the State of Goa has 
adopted its own guidelines as hereunder: 


1) Feeding of the community dogs have 
to be done at areas designated by the 
DSPCA in consultation with Resident 
Welfare Associations or Municipality/ 
/Panchayat (in case RWA is not available). 
While determining the “designated area”, 
the DSPCA and RWA/Municipality/ 
/Panchayat has to be conscious of the fact 
that every community dog is a territorial 
being and therefore, community dogs must 
be fed and tended to at places within their 
territory. It is the duty of the DSPCA and 
the RWAs to ensure and keep in mind the 
fact that community dogs live in packs’ and 
care should be taken by the DSPCA and 
RWAs to see that each pack, ideally, has 
different designated areas for feeding even 
if that means designating multiple areas in 
a locality. 


2) All Law enforcement authorities shall 
ensure that no harassment or hindrance is 
caused to the person feeding street dog at 
the designated feeding spot and to properly 
implement the AWBI Revised Guidelines 
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on Pet dogs and street dogs dated 26th 
February, 2015, with clarifications as 
follows: 


Under the heading Guidelines for 
Caregivers of Street Dogs, para 2 should 
read as “Caregivers shall endeavor to feed 
street dogs in a manner as to cause least 
inconvenience to others. They are advised 
to avoid feeding street dogs immediately 
adjacent to areas in which children play, 
or people take walks, or that are otherwise 
crowded. Feeding must not be done in a 
manner that contributes to littering, or 
dirtying any feeding site. Care-givers are 
advised to clean up feeding sites after 
feeding is over”. 


3) It shall be the duty and obligation of 
every Resident Welfare Associations or 
Municipality/Panchayat (in case RWA is not 
available) to ensure that every community 
dog in every area has access to food and 
water in the absence of caregivers or 
community dog feeders in the said area. 


4) Every dog is a territorial being, and 
therefore, the street dogs have to be 
endeavored to be fed and tended to at 
places within their territory which are 
not frequented, or less frequented, and 
sparingly used by the general public and 
residents. 


5) Any person having compassion for 
stray dogs can feed the dogs so as to cause 
the least inconvenience to others. 


6) No person can restrict the other from 
feeding of dogs, until and unless it is 
causing harm to that other person. 


7) The residents and the members of the 
RWA as well as the street dog feeders have 
to act in harmony with each other and not 
in a manner which shall lead to unpleasant 
circumstances in the colony. 


8)DSPCA shall ensure that every 
Resident Welfare Association or 
Municipality/Panchayat (in case RWA is not 
available), shall have an Animal Welfare 
Committee, which shall be responsible for 
ensuring compliance of the provisions of 


the PCA Act and ensure harmony and ease 
of communication between caregivers, 
feeders or animal lovers and other 
residents. 


9) Municipalities/Panchayats at the 
request of the RWA and/or local authority 
or persons volunteering to take such 
responsibility shall be responsible for 
having the stray dogs registered/ 
/vaccinated/sterilised. 


10) The dogs have to be sterilized and 
vaccinated and returned to the same area. 
Vaccinated and sterilized dogs cannot be 
removed by the Municipality/Panchayat. 


11) No hindrance, whatsoever, shall be 
caused to the persons in carrying out any 
activities in respect of the street dogs at 
the said spot. Also, it shall be the duty of 
the SHO concerned to ensure peace and 
harmony is maintained amongst the 
residents of the area. 


12) Street dogs perform the role of 
community scavengers and also control 
rodent population in the area thus 
preventing spread of diseases like 
Leptospirosis. 


13) Street dogs provide companionship 
to those residents who feed them and act 
as their stress relievers. 


14) Street dogs are sometimes subjected 
to abusive treatment by some residents of 
the community because of the wide spread 
wrong/misplaced beliefs that all street dogs 
carry Rabies Virus. It is the responsibility 
of the community residents to get their 
dogs vaccinated against rabies every year 
to prevent the spread of rabies. 


15) Every RWA should form Guard and 
Dog partnerships and in consultation with 
the local Police Dog Squad, the dogs can 
be trained to make them effective as guard 
dogs and yet friendly to those who live in 
the colony. 


16) The importance of street dogs in our 
community is of great significance. Being 
territorial animals, they live in certain areas 
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and play the role of guards by protecting 
the community from the entry of outsiders 
or unknown people. If these are removed 
from a certain area, the new stray dogs 
will take their place. 


17) In order to check the over population 
of street dogs in the community, it is also 
the responsibility of community to get their 
street dog population sterilized through an 
NGO engaged in Dog sterilization 
programme. 


18) It shall be the duty and responsibility 
of the RWA or Municipality/Panchayat and 
all Government authorities including 
enforcement authorities like Police to 
provide all assistance and ensure that no 
hindrance is caused to the caregivers or 
feeders of community dogs. It shall be the 
duty and responsibility of the jurisdictional 
SHO to ensure that peace and harmony is 
maintained amongst the residents, care- 
givers and community dog feeders and 
there is no harassment to any care giver 
or community dog feeder from feeding 
community dogs in the manner specified. 


19) In case, any resident(s) or the RWA 
has any grievance with regard to any act 
of caregivers and feeders, in relation to 
feeding of community dogs, the said 
resident(s), shall, at the first instance seek 
redressal of their grievance through a 
process of dialogue and discussion through 
the Animal Welfare Committee failing which 
the said issue may be brought to the notice 
of the DSPCA through the RWA. The DSPCA 
shall ensure expeditious resolution of the 
issues. 


20) The Government of India (Ministry 
of Personal, Public Grievances and 
Pensions, Department of Personal and 
Training) by Office Memorandum dated 
26th May, 2006 notified that the 
Government servant who indulges in act 
of cruelty to animals will be making himself 
liable for action under Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animal Act. Besides, punishment under 
the Act, he would also make himself liable 
for action under CCS (Conduct) Rules for 
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conduct unbecoming of a Government 
servant. The said Office Memorandum also 
added that while residents and 
Associations are free to address 
institutional agencies for redressal of their 
grievances, no resident/association will 
interfere with the freedom of other residents 
in tending animals etc. DSPCA shall bring 
this to the notice of RWA of Government 
employees. 


21) Despite the clear position of law 
prohibiting cruelty to the animal including 
stray dogs, there is increasing tendency of 
the citizens to defy the same. Many times, 
the Government employees take up a 
position in complete violation of well settled 
law which has been dealt within the Office 
Memorandum dated 26th May, 2006. Such 
act of defiance be noted down in the ACR 
file of Government employee. 


If any such complaint is received by the 
DSPCA, the same be sent to the concerned 
office for being placed in the ACR file of 
the Government employee for necessary 
action as per CCS Rules. 


22) There is a need to spread awareness 
that even animals have a right to live with 
respect and dignity. DSPCA shall carry out 
an awareness campaign in association 
with various Newspapers, Television, Radio 
Channels and Social Media platforms. 
The DSPCA shall also ensure these 
Guidelines are disseminated through the 
above mentioned media. DSPCA shall 
circulate these Guidelines to various 
Resident Welfare Associations, the Police 
Department, Municipal Authorities etc. 


Policy for Feeding/Caregiving and 
keeping of pets 


Drawn from the Guidelines of the AWBI in 


its circular of 26th Feb 2015, the following 
guidelines are stipulated: 


1. Keeping of Pets is a legal right as per 
the SC of India in AWBI vs Nagaraja and 
Ors. and no person or association/society 
can ban them. 


2. Abandoning a Pet is unlawful. 
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3. Pet owners are advised to ensure that 
their Pets are healthy and clean. Adequate 
health care and regular vaccination need 
to be ensured. Sterilization is advised as 
our country has excessive dog population. 


4, Pet owners are advised to leash their 
Pets in public spaces and within an area 
controlled by an RWA and to clean up any 
defecation so as to maintain hygiene. 


5. Pet owners are advised to muzzle 
aggressive Pets in public areas controlled 
by RWA'ss. 


6. RWA's shall not ban Pet owners from 
using lifts for their Pets. 


7. RWAs may require proper control of 
Pets (use of leash etc.) in common areas/ 
gardens, but cannot arbitrarily ban Pet 
owners from using such areas. 


8. Barking of dogs, and other natural 
functions of such Pets, cannot be grounds 
for any action against owners. However, 
incessant barking can disturb neighbours. 
Hence, Pet owners are advised to make 
every effort to keep their dogs quiet, 
particularly during night hours. 


9. Any bye-laws introduced by any RWA 
either by way of an AGM or in any other 
manner, banning the keeping of Pets is 
illegal and void, and RWA's should take 
corrective action to delete such unlawful 
bye-laws. 


10. Should any RWA seek to intimidate 
or harass Pet owners or Street Animal 
feeders, or introduce unlawful bye-laws to 
do so, then the State/District Registrars, 
upon receiving complaints and evidence, 
shall de-register such RWA's. 


11. Should any RWA intimidate a Pet 
owner or harass them into abandoning 
their Pet, then such RWA shall be held 
culpable for criminal intimidation, and shall 
also be subject to prosecution under such 
provisions of the IPC if such Pet dies as a 
consequence or is seriously injured. 


Additional to the Policy Prescriptions 
above we add as under: 


1. The Municipalities and Panchayats 
should coordinate/take advice from the 
DSPCA and urgently introduce licensing for 
Pets, with the stipulation of compulsory 
sterilization, micro chipping, and for pedigree 
dogs, identification of source of procurement 
(to identify illegal breeders). 


2. All Dy. Collectors and Mamlatdars should 
intervene and protect street animal feeders 
when called upon to do so. 


3. The Local Bodies along with AH&VS 
Department and the State Monitoring 
Committee (constituted as per SC directions 
of 09-03-2016 in SLP 691/2009) should 
ensure the sterilization of 70 % of Street Dogs 
(including annual increases) within 5 years 
from date.

In the above referred Order, point at Sr. No. 1 
may be substituted and read as follows: 


1. Registration of Fish Traders through 
Fisheries Co-operative Society/Association/ 
/Federation. 


2. The revision of registration fees for Fish 
Traders in the State are as follows: 


Registration Fees | For Category A: Rs. 1,25,000/- 
For Category B : Rs. 50,000/- 


3. The criteria adopted for Category A and 
B is as follows: 


a) All the Trader who do not possess 
Fishing Vessel Registered under MS Act, 
Department of Fisheries Goa shall be 
classified in the Category A. 


b) All the Trader who possess Fishing 
MS Act, 
Department of Fisheries-Goa shall be 


Vessel Registered under 


classified in the Category B. 


4. The receipt for payment of fees shall be 
in the name of Fisheries Co-operative Society/ 
/Association/Federation. 


Following are the terms and conditions for 
Fisheries Co-operative Society/Association/ 
/Federation for Registration of Fish Trader. 


1. Participation of the “Fish Trader” will 
only be for the current fishing season and 
will automatically cease at the end of the 
fishing season i.e. from August of the 
current year to May of the next year 
through Fisheries Co-operative Society/ 
/Association/Federation. 
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2.In case of Addition of Fish Traders 
through The Fisheries Co-operative Society/ 
/Association/Federation shall be permitted 
at any point of time throughout the fishing 
season by paying the prescribed fees. 


3. The Fisheries Co-operative Society/ 
/Association/Federation shall ensure that the 
Fish Trader should supply minimum 500 kg. 
to 1000 kg. of commonly consumed fish by 
the Goan population i.e. Mackerals, Seer fish, 
Anchovy, Prawns, Soles, Squids, Pomfret, 
Sardines, etc. to Fish Stalls/Mobile Vans/ 
/Vendors recognized by the Department of 
Fisheries at the wholesale rate. 


4. The Fisheries Co-operative Society/ 
/Association/Federation shall submit the detail 
information about the Fish Traders such as 
Name, Address, Contact No., E-mail ID, 
Fish transport registration details etc. to 
Department of Fisheries. 


5. It is the sole responsibility of the 
Fisheries Co-operative Society/Association/ 
Federation to ensure that the “Fish Trader” 
of the 
designated spots/place, road etc. at the jetty 


will maintain the cleanliness 
and also while transporting the fish from the 
vessel to the vehicle and out of the jetty 
complex. 


6. The Fisheries Co-operative Society/ 
/Association/Federation shall be responsible 
to any violation of the terms and conditions 
specified herein will invite penalty of 
Rs. 5,000/- for the first time, followed by 
Rs. 10,000 for second time and Rs. 20,000 for 
the third and subsequent offences. In case of 
non payment of fees, the Director of Fisheries 
reserves the right to take the decision at any 
point of time. 


7. The Director of Fisheries reserves the 
right to depute any official from the 
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Department to carry out the supervision at 
the time of Auction of Fish at the Cutbona 
Jetty, Malim Jetty, Chapora Jetty and Vasco 
Jetty. 


8. The Fisheries Co-operative Society/ 
/Association/Federation shall not stop any of 
the Fish Traders to buy fish from any of the 
fishing vessels registered by the Department 
and also ensure that no fish traders shall deny 
to purchase fish from the owner of the fishing 


vessels registered by the Department.
